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On  Friday  Feb.  28,  36  students  from 
IU-Purduc  went  ot  Indianapolis  to  appeal 
to  the  legislature  for  funds  with  which  the 
Fort  Wayne  Campus  could  contiue  to  ex- 
pand and  remain  competitive  in  the  educa- 
tional system  of  Indiana. 

The  attitudes  of  the  studrnts  upon  their 
return  was  that  it  had  been  a  good  personal 
experience, beyond  that  their  out  look  was 
gloomy.  There  is  Little  hope  of  additional 
funds  or  even  adequate  bonding  at  the  pre- 
sent time. 

The  situation  at  Indianapolis  was  for  the 
most  part  mass  confusion,  many  local  legisla- 
tors are  unaware  that  a  problem  even  exists 
and  campus  problems  got  only  their  "sym- 
pathy and  understanding".  The  students 
foundout  how  ineffecient  and  responsive  the 
stale  government  really  is.  One  observation 
was  that  money  "talks"  and  that  the  party 
actually  dictates  decisions-the  legislators  mer- 
ely make  the  decision  official. 

So  what  to  do  now?  80%  of  the  task  so 
far  has  been  to  inform  the  local  popualtion 
and  the  masses  have  not  yet  been  reached, 
this  part  of  project  ABRLARD  shall  continue. 
Public  speakers  arc  dircly  needed!  Beyond 
this  changes  in  policy  shall  be  in  accord  with 
what  this  session  of  the  legislature  does  and 
whether  or  not  a  special  session  will  be  held 
next  year.  Project  ABELARD  was  originally 
scheduled  to  run  for  two  years,we  will  need 
at  least  that  to  see  any  real  success.

A  formalized  system  of  cashing  checks 
on  a  campus  with  3,061  credit  students  would 
seem  to  be  a  forgone  requisite.  On  this  cam- 
pus, however,  none  exists.  Students  can  on  a 
hit  and  miss  basis  cash  checks  at  the  book- 
store. This  is  sadly  dependent  on  the  unre- 
liable amount  of  cash  the  bookstore  has  on 
hand.  Even  when  a  check  can  be  cashed  there 
it  can  only  be  for  the  amount  of  $5.00  or 
less. 

In  town,  checks  can  be  cashed  only  for 
the  amount  of  purchase  or  at  a  bank  where 
a  person  has  his  bank  account.  If  a  student 
does  not  have  an  account  at  a  Fort  Wayne 
Bank,  as  many  don't,  he  is  shit  out  of  luck. 
At  Bloomington  campus  students  can  cash 
checks  at  the  Union  bookstore  for  $50.00. 
Even  at  a  school  the  size  of  Antioch  a  non- 
student  can  cash  a  large  chexk  with  the  co- 
signature  of  a  student. 

It  is  time  this  campus  came  of  age  and  be- 
gan   operating   like  a  university.  One  minor 
step   should    be  the  establishment  of  a  decent 
check  cashing  proceedure.

"Indiana  University  ordered  all  the 
books  and  paid  for  them.",  Dean  Ralph  E. 
Broyles,  Indiana  University  said  in  an  inter- 
view. 

Dean  Broyles  confirmed  the  rumor  that 
the  bookstore  could  not  get  books  from  the 
publishers  this  semester.  He  explained  that  he 
had  received  a  phone  call  from  Bloomington 
after  Christmas.  The  bookstore  was  so  deep  in 
debt  that  the  publishers  would  not  extend 
credit  for  the  books  required  this  semester. 

Therefore,  the  University  took  the  re- 
sponsibility of  ordering  and  paying  for  the 
books.  However,  if  the  University  has  not  al- 
ready been  reimbursed,  it  will  be  according  to 
Dean  Broyles. 

Because  of  this  complication,  he  con- 
tinued, problems  arose  in  getting  the  orders 
on  time.  He  also  commented  that-books  pur- 
chased by  Indiana  University  were  kept  seper- 
ate  from  those  already  on  hand.  This  was 
done  to  keep  creditors  from  attaching  mer- 
chandise paid  for  by  the  University. 

Responding  to  the  figure  mentioned  in 
the  Criterion.  February  19,  "in  excess  of 
$80,000.",  Dean  Broyles  said,  "It  is  a  fair  a- 
mount."  He  said  he  did  not  have  the  exact 
figures. 


Regarding  the  possibilities  of  a  repeat 
performance,  Dean  Broyles  said,  "The  book- 
store contract  ends  August  31,1969.  There 
are  steps  underway  to  negoiate  a  new  con- 
tract." He  then  pionted  out  that  Mr.  Priest, 
Director  of  Purchasing  at  Indiana  University, 
will  handle  the  bids  and  negoiations.

Under  the  IJelaumde  Terry  Hdminislralion,  Congress  passed  a 
legislation  nationalizing  the  petroleum  deposits  in  La  llrea-Pauras. 
ICP,  and  the  Stale  department  reaeled  energetically  In  Ihe  Peru- 
vian Government.  Discussions  and  discrepancies,  hy  both  parties 
lead  lo  the  Talara  Art.  whereby  the  Peruvian  Governmeln  kept 
5(1%  nl'  the  petroleum  deposits,  and  Lhe  other  half  remained  under 
IC.P  administration. 

After  the  iintj)  </'  c.lat  tin-  military  junta,  in  order  lo  solidify 
ils  posilion,condemned  and  nulified  (he  Talara  Art.  The  junta 
justified   this  intervention   hy   accusing  ihree  of  I3claunde\s  min- 
isters   with    corruplion    in    dealing    with    the    ll'C    negotiations. 

The  1968  economy  in  Peru,  was  the  best  in  Lhc  country's  his- 
tory.   Exports    exceeded    6H6    milliom    dollars,    and    imports  630 
million  dollars.  The  main  ingredient  for  this  increase  has  been  the 
trade  with  the  Common  Market,  Ihe  easl  European  countries,  and 
the  Soviet  Union.  Peru's  economy  rose,  and  al  the  same  lime  pol- 
itical ideas  for  social  reforms  were  maturing.  All  of  the  progress 
Thai  had  hern  accomplished  hy  the  government,  and  the  opposi- 
tion forces  was  constantly  criticized  and  threatened  by  the  Peru- 
vian Armed  Forres,  ll  would  be  questionable,  to  what  extent  cor- 
ruption contributed   to   inhibit   the   democratic   process  of  Peru. 

However,  since  the  lake-over  by  thejunta,  there  hasn't  been 
a  pronunciation  of  social  reform,  and  those  existing  reforms  have 
stagnated.  Al  the  same  lime  il  is  suspicious  thai  thejunta  has  tried 
lo  isolate  the  APRA  forccs,the  largest  existing  party  in  the  oppos- 
ition. A  similar  move  has  been  repeated  with  the  Christian  Demo- 
crats, a  parly  thai  has  gained  substantial  support  in  the  last  four 
years. 

Il  seems  that  the  junta  has  tried  lo  capitalize  on  the  ICP  con- 
troversy in  order  lo  strengthen  and  maintain  their  position  in  the 
government.  Only  the  future  is  left  to  judge. 
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Romeo      and      Juliet

William  Shakcsperc  is  alive  and  well  and  living  in  Franco 
Zcffcrclli's  production  of  "Romeo  and  Juliet"  now  showing 
at  the  Clyde  Theatre.  Time  and  again,  one  wonders  whether  a 
film  should  be  viewed  as  a  scperatc  form  from  its  origional 
source-be    it    novel,  play-or  rather  as  an  interpretation. 
If  the  latter  is  chosen  as  it  inevitably  must  be  when  the  play 
is  by   Shakcsperc-compansions  to   its  origional   source  arc 
unavoidable.    The    film    is    undeniably    marked    with    the 
Zeffcrclli  trade-marks,  therefore  one  notices  his  mcticuluos 
use  of  realism  and  naturalism  abounding  throughout  the  en- 
tire film.  Little  is  missing  as  far  as  Shakespcre's  plot  of  the 
star-crossed  lovers  is  concerned  except  the  dialogue.  When- 
ever possible,  Zefferelli  depends  on  action  to  tell  this  tragedy 
because  for  him  dialogue  should  be  used  in  a  film  play  only 
when  the  camera  cannot  convey  the  story.  Gone  arc  all  those 
long,  wordy  speeches  and  only  Shakesperc's  best  line  remain. 
The  lines   however  have  never  conveyed  as  much  of  their 
meaning  as  they  do  in  this  production.  The  director  has  made 
"Romeo  and  Juliet"  live  today,  for  this  reason  alone  the  film 
is  an  excellent  one. 

Now  that  the  justification  for  Zefferelli's  interpretation 
has  been  established,  the  ultimate  question  is  the  acting. 
Usually  when  we  think  of  the  pair  of  lovers,  we  think  of 
actors  in  their  late  twenties  or  thirties-who  directors  in  the 
cast  have  thought  so  important  for  an  actor  to  portray  a 
Shakcspcrean  charactor.  Shakespcre's  duo  arc  adolescents,  and 
Zeffcrclli  knows  that  the  casting  of  teenagers  is  the  only  way 
the  tragedy  can  remain  serious.  Leonard  Whiting  and  Olivia 
Hussey  are  capable  of  conveying  the  innocence,  impetuousness 
and  idealism  the  Shakesperean  characters  were  meant  to. 

The  really  brillant  performers  of  the  film,  however,  are 
John  McEnery  and  Pat  Heywood.  McEnery's  Mcrcutio  is  per- 
haps one  of  the  most  subtle  Shakcspcrean  performances  ever 
seen  on  screen.  Especially  exciting  is  his  death  scene.  The 
nurse  played  by  Pat  Heywood  is  brillant.  She  adds  just  the 
right  touch  of  comic  relief,  while  never  appearing  "obvious'; 

"Romeo  and  Juliet"  may  not  be  flawless;  but  it  may 
truly  be  the  most  perfect  Shakcspcrean  film  ever  produced.
